Dormies abuse Ma Belle 


Dorm students managed to make 
free telephone calls on intercampus 
phones last year The calls ran up a 
phone bill of $3,500. Several students 
made calls to Hawai, Cuba and 
Switzerland. The Office of Residence 
Hall Lite had the phones removed this 
summer 

Hundreds of calls were listed on the 
Pacific Telephone bill last vear One 
$41 cail from Switzerland was the 
most expensive 

“The phones were really taking a 
large bite out of our budget until we 
pulled them out.” said Assistant 
Director of Housing Mae Callahan 

According to Shirley Uplinger, as- 
sociate dean of students, the inter- 
campus phones were in every dorm 
and allowed residents to reach only 
phones located on the CSUS campus 
This, however, didn't keep some 
students from having friends cali the 
intercampus phones collect from 
anywhere in the world 


Whether the cail came from Russia 
er Australia, free calls could be easily 
made while CSUS picked up the tab 

Since it was nearly impossible to 
actually track down the callers and 
prove who was responsible the 
phones were removed 

“They found out we couldn't get to 
them. so now we're stuck with the 
bill.” said Uplinger “It's a dirty tnck.” 

“Actualiy, the $3,500 will have to 
be paid by the students. The money 
will come from residence hall fees paid 
by students.” said Uplinger She 
figures the calls cost approximately 
$3 50 per student 

“They were actually ripping 
themselves off.” she adds. “That 
money could've been used for other 
things.” 

This year only pay phones and 
private room phones are available to 
dorm students 

“We're not limiting the use of 
phones,” Uplinger explains. “Now it 
just costs each student to make calls.” 


Today is drop deadline 


Today is the last day to drop 
a course without a penalty and 
September |7 is the last day to add 
without a penalty. Dropping after 
September 10 and adding after 
September |7 is permissible only for 
serious and compelling reasons. All 
drops after the 10 and adds after the 17 
require an approved petition by the 
academic department. in addition, 
there is a $2.00 fine 

To add and/or drop a course, 
students must submit an approved 


Add Drop Change of Program Form 
to the Registrar's Office. Forms may 
be obtained from any department or 
at the Registrar's Office 

It is the student's responsibility to 
submit the Add Drop Form to the 
Registrar's Office. Faculty members 
are not responsible for submitting the 
sorms 

If you have any questions céncer- 
ning add drop procedures, check the 
Schedule of Classes or check with the 
Registrar's Office.”

Clayton Capers. the newly ap- 
pointed graduate student to the ASI 
Board of Justice (BOI). received a 
double confirmation from the ASI 
Student Senate Tuesday Tuesday's 
vote came at Capers’ request in the 
wake of last week's racially cor 
troversial BOJ appointments meeting 

“| was very disturbed about the 
reaction to last week's meeting, 
Capers told the Senate, “so | decided 
to either come before you to answer 
any questions of just forget the whole 


thing 


Last week, the black constitutional 
iw student was appointed Associate 
Justice to the Board ina surprise move 
by ASI President Dave Ferris after 
first choice, Mike Stenson, was re- 
jected) Stenson, a white government 
major, was ruled out by the Senate 
since at the time the BOJ consisted of 
three white males and one white 
female 


After Capers was reconfirmed this 
Tuesday, pending verification of his 
qualifications, ASI President Ferris 
explained his motives for the sudden 
appointment 

“It was obvious that Mike wasn’t 
going to make it,” Ferris explained 
“We needed a functional quorum on 
the Board of Justice ” 


Capers, however. feels he was 
“used as a pawn” because of his color 

“It was as though he was saying 
‘Hey. here’s Clayton Capers, look at 
how biack he is’.” he explained in an 
interview later Tuesday 


Capers says that he was asked to fil! 
out an application for the post at the 
August 3ist Senate meeting when it 
appeared Mike Stenson would not be 
approved Ajlthough he was ap- 
proached by Ferris and declined the 
job at least a week before, Capers 
completed the forms and returned to 
the meeting while the Senate was still 
questioning Stenson’s ethnic com- 
patibility. When Stenson was finally 
rejected. Capers was very surprised to 
find that his appointment was an- 
nounced and quickly confirmed 

“I was shocked at the time,” he 
recalls, adding that he was only at the 
August 31st meeting as “an interested 
student.” 

“Whether the president used me or 
not,” he adds, “I was highly offended 
by his action.”

Six vears ago the Associated 
Students of Sacramento State College 
took the college administration to 
court to force the administration to 
recognize the Society for Homosexua! 
Freedon 

At the time the suit was filed. Dr 
Otto Butz, then acting president of 
Sacramento State College, said he felt 
administrative approval! of the Society 
for Homosexual! Freedom might fur- 
ther weaken public confidence in 
higher education, and recognition 
“might conceivably seem to endorse or 
promote homosexual behavior 

Dr. Butz is jong gone from the 
CSUS campus, but many of the 
repressive attitudes he articulated still 
remain 

The Gay 
tormerly the Society for Homosexual! 
Freedom — is still on campus, and at 
Wednesday's Green and Gold Day 
their table shared the quad with frater- 
nities, sororities, clubs and the CSUS 
football team 

James Graham, a CSUS graduate 
student and president of the union 
said about ten peaple had stopped for 
information by noon, and it's im- 
portant for the table to be visible so 
students can become aware the 
Organization exists 

Graham thinks Sacramento, due to 
its “smail town atmosphere,” can be a 
very scary place for a gay person to 
“come out” (reveal their homosex- 
uality) 

“Students are isolated, and being 
gay increases the problem.” said 
Graham. “This group helps people 
cope.”

The University of California 
Davis, “acramento, Medical Center 
Burn Intensive Care Unit will expand 
from a six - bed unit to an eight - bed 
unit over the next several months. It 
will increase two and a half times its 
present size 

The burn unit will become a com- 
prehensive burn care center. This 
means any burn will be looked after in 
its entire course and skin grafts and 
other minor surgical procedures will 
be done in the burn unit instead of in 
the department of surgery. The ad- 
vantage of this new system 1s to the 


patient 
Dr. Con Michas. director of the 
UCD, SMC Burn Center said, “If a 


patient needs a skin graft, he can be 


scheduled immediately, whereas

leaves the hospital. The nutritionist is 
one of the key members of the team 
There are a physical therapist, and oc- 
cupational  therapist,hydrotherapy 
technicians, and a physiatrist. A 
physiatrist 1s a doctor who looks after 
the mechanical devices used to treat 
burn patients 


The UCD, SMC _ burn center 
opened in i975. The first year the 
center treated 70 patients. “It looks 
like we are going to have 100 burn 
patients in 1976,” said Dr. Michas 
“Most of our patients come from the 
greater Sacramento area, some are 
from the northern California border: 
and we even have some from Oregon ” 


There are four degrees of burns. A 
first degree burn is reddening of the 
skin surface. A second degree burn is 


36 per cent, genitalia are | per cent and 
each leg is 18 per cent, which adds up 
to 100 per cent 


The depth of a burn is determined 
by the degree of burn. Burns are par- 
tial thickness or full thickness. A par- 
tial thickness burn will have a normal 
or increased sensitivity to pain. It will 
have large blisters, red color and have 
a normal or firm texture A full 
thickness burn acts as an anesthetic to 
pain and temperature, and has no 
blisters. It will be white, brown, black 
orred. Ifit's red, it will nto blanch with 
pressure. The skin's texture will be 
firm or leathery 


“Age of a patient is very important 
in burn patients,” said Dr. Michas. “If 
a severely burned patient is under two 


or over 65, the chances of survival!

Asked how SMCs burn unit com- 
pares with other units in the state Dr 
Michas said, “We're at par with the 
best burn units throughout the state 
We're on a equa! level with St. Francis 
Hospital's burn unit in San Francisco

Growth has become a problem for 
the Schoo! of Business and Public Ad- 
ministration at CSUS this fall savs 
Dean Austin J. Gerber 

“What's happening ts a population 
expiosion.” said Gerber 

According to Jane Jones. ad 
ministrative assistant, the schod!l has 
grown from 2.063 full time 
equivalency students to 2 359 since the 
fall of 1975. This is approximately 15 
per cent of the University 

Part time students raise the 
school’s actuai load to over 3.400, said 
Gerber. Dr Richard L. Dickinson. as- 
sistant dean in charge of the Degree 
Program Center, said the number is 
closer to $,000 students 

“The problem of providing a ser- 
vice to 5,000 people ts a job.” said Dic- 
kinson 

Long lines for add drop and busy 
phones do not give the best public 
image. However, the school does the 


best if can with the budget it has. he 
added 
‘Our biggest problem is growth 
Where do we put them all’ The build 
ig is unable to adequately take care of 
enther students or faculty.” sad 
Gerber 


Currently many business classes 
are being held in other buildings 
Faculty office space is aiso limited, 
with 30 faculty offices located in other 
buildings 

Growth also makes it more dif 
ficult to provide a sufficient and ade 
quate program 

“We could grow like crazy if we 
wanted to maintain an inadequate 
faculty,” said Gerber 

According to Gerber the school has 
increased at a rate of 16 per cent a year 
in the three years that he has been dean 
and has added 37 faculty positions in 
that time 

A national economic trend is the 


cause of this increase in students. said 


Gerber

“A normal adult must consume 
$500 to 8000 calories a day to sustain 
his body weight if he's been severely 
burned,” said Dr. Michas. “If a burn 
patient loses more than 30 per cent of 
his body weight during the course of 
his recovery, he will probably die 
Burns consume more energy than any 
other injury or illness. The most severe 
injury @ person can experience is a 
very severe burn. It effects every organ 
system in the body. All of this makes it 
very difficult and complicated to treat 
burn patients. 

Burns are the primary cause of 
death for 12,000 persons in the United 
States yearly according to U.S. Public 
Health Service. Burns are listed as 
secondary cause or other cause of 
death in over 100,000 persons yearly
